Andover Will Have Large Bird Sanctuary 


Andover Churches 


The trustees of Phillips Academy have 
set aside 165 acres of land, includin, 
large tracts of wood land, open fields anc 
scrub land for the bird sanctuary which is 
now being established. This vast area lies 
to the northeast of the main school building 
in the section bounded by Rabbit’s pond, 
Morton and Chestnut streets and Highland 
road, About 275 pheasants and over 100 
water foul, all of high bred stock, have been 
purchased and are now breeding. Most of 
these birds were obtained from a bird sanc- 
tuary on Long Island, while others were 
obtained from a sanctuary on Spesutia 
Island, Aberdeen, Maryland. 

Numbered among the pheasants are many 
birds of rare species valued highly and im- 
ported from various sections of the globe 
many from the Orient. These include the 
ring neck~pheasant imported from China 
and Japan. There are about 115 of these in 
the sanctuary. There are about 35 or 40 
golden pheasants, beautiful native birds, 
few English black necks and Reeves Pheas- 
ants, 15 or 20 silver pheasants and about a 
dozen Lady Amherst pheasants. These latter 
named birds are valued at about $200 a pair. 
There are also a few mongrel pheasants a 
cross between the Lady Amherst and golden 
pheasants. 

The pheasants are being kept in the fifty 
breeder pens made of chicken wire about six 
feet square. Each pen has a small house and a

An editorial in the March 22 issue 


tion in regard to the recent salary 
increase voted the legislators by them- 
selves. The case is one which should be 
of statewide interest, as the funds to 
meet this increase will come from the 
people by taxation. The editorial is 
reprinted in full below: 

Whenever our Massachusetts legislators 
make up their minds their services are 
“worth more money” they remedy their sad 
plight with a speed and enthusiasm which 
would do credit to some better cause. 

The mere veto of a Governor is a waste of 
paper. Coolidge found it so; his veto of the 
salary increase from $1000 to $1500 was the 
only Coolidge veto ever overridden on 
Beacon Hill. 

Governor Allen’s veto of yesterday met a 
similar fate. It was a veto that should have 
arrested thought. He informed the Legisla- 
ture that the $141,000 required for stepping 
up the members’ salaries another $500 each 
would mean additional taxes. He warned 
them “If this measure became law the confi- 
dence of the public in their chosen representa- 
tives would be shaken.” 

The injunctions should have been heeded, 
but were not. The alacrity with which both 
houses repassed the bill over the veto was a 
sporting event reminding one of the Ken- 
tucky derby. 

These treasury grabs have a way of re- 
acting against the grabbers. Constituents 
will decline to re-elect some of the hungry- 
eyed members. 

“But it has become self-evident that the 
temptation to raise their own salaries is too 
great for our legislators to resist. The Con- 
stitution should be changed to prevent 
salary measures like these from going into 
effect the same year they are passed. ‘This 
would remove a recurrent scandal which 
does, as Governor Allen said, shake public's 
confidence in its representatives.

If they keep out of trouble, they 
are almost immune from detection, for 
the police seldom ask a motorist to 
produce his license unless his car has 
been involved in an accident or he has 
violated a traffic rule. We hope that the 
Registrar is going forward with his plans 
for another state-wide check-up of 
licenses and registrations on some unan- 
nounced day in the near future. Law- 
abiding drivers deserve the protection 
that such occasional examinations afford 
them. 

And while we are on the subject, we 
should like to reiterate the statement of 
a recent correspondent. It is well to 
realize that every eight weeks auto- 
mobiles kill in Massachusetts as many 
persons as recently lost their lives in the 
Cleveland clinic explosion.

Andover Women Attend League of 
Women Voters Convention in Holyoke 


Ten members of the Andover League of 
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Women Voters attended the State Conven- 
tion held in Holyoke, May 22 and 23, at the 
Hotel Nonotuck. 

The most outstanding feature of the con- 
vention was the illuminating and inspiring 
address made by Dr. Edward C., Lindeman, 
professor of social philosophy of the New 
York School of Social Work on the subject 
“Adult Education”, Speaking at the banquet 
held Wednesday night, Prof. Lindeman said 
that in 1908 progressivism and the social 
movement interested thinking people. In 
1918 Freud had been discovered and one was 
no longer interested in economics or politics 
but in inhibitions and complexes. In 1928 
due in part to the World war, there seemed 
to be no program at all in this country, an 
attitude of smart negative cynicism having 
taken the place of positive interest in affairs. 
The young people to whom the country 
must look for leadership are interested pri- 
marily in individual advancement, and noth- 
ing moves them in behalf of country, state or 
community. 

But within the past year a new interest 
in the broader education is coming to light. 
especially in adult schools and colleges, a 
realization that education does not stop but 
continues as long as life itself. 

“Modern civilization demands three types 
of education,” declared Prof. Lindeman 
“vocational, social and education for citizen- 
ship.” Education’s aim must be to make us 
whole persons, to lead us out into manifold 
interests. Social education must show the 
individual how to assimulate in order to live 
a full life; it must educate us for citizenship, 

“Some intellectuals think politics too 
dirty a job for them,” declared Prof. Linde- 
man. We can never separate ourselves from 
the government, can never be any better 
than it is, so we might as well see what we 
can do. When the first-rate man loses interest 
in politics, third, fourth and fifth rate men 
are allowed to take office. It is time for 
women to think constructively about Ameri- 
can politics. Agencies of information must 
be set up so every average citizen can keep 
up with the technical aspects of government. 
“We must strive for unity for America, more 
sectionalized than before the Civil war, can 
only become great when her political, eco- 
nomic, social and educational lifeare unified.” 

In conclusion, Dr. Lindeman expressed 
great confidence in the ability of the League 
of Women Voters to produce a league of 
educated women leaders who will do much to 
restore that feeling of wholeness and unity 
which this country has achieved at other 
times. 

Reports of various committees were given 
Wednesday morning and in the afternoon 
session the new by-laws for the incorporation 
were adopted. The program was discussed 
and adopted at the Thursday morning ses- 
sion. Reports from various state chairman 
rated the Andover League high in work ac- 
complished, its Legislative work being ad- 
judged the best in the state.

Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 24, 
1929. An old axiom among bond men is that 
when high-grade short-term bonds begin to 
sell on a higher yield basis (i.e. at a lower 
price) than high-grade long-term bonds, 
that fact usually foreshadows a period of 
lower interest rates. This does not mean that 
interest rates immediately reverse their 
upward trend. A period of months may be 
required before any decline is noted. It is, 
however, very interesting and probabl 
significant that the best short-term Bonds 
have now begun to yield considerably more 
than long-term bonds of similar grade. 

High-grade investment issues, either of 
early or distant maturities, are not now in 
general demand. The relatively better 
demand for long-term issues than short- 
term, however, indicates that the large 
investors, who are buying any bonds at all 
do not expect present high money rates to 
continue indefinitely. Hence, they are seeking 
to tie up strictly investment funds in the 
longer maturities in order to take full ad- 
vantage of the present yields. In spite of the 
highly attractive yield on short-term issues 
of unquestioned security, they are not in 
demand. Investors feel that the situation is 
temporary, and that they may not be able to 
invest funds coming in from short-term 
maturities a year or two hence to the same 
advantage that they now can invest in the 
longer maturities. 

A striking example of this was brought to 
my attention recently. A large investment 
house offered for sale for one of its customers 
some four per cent bonds maturing in about 
six weeks. These are bonds of the largest and 
strongest public utility enterprise in the 
United States. They are as g as gold. Still 
the best bid that could be obtained was99 1-2. 
In other words, no one would buy those 
absolutely safe bonds for six weeks maturity 
at a yield, for this brief period, which figures 
out approximately 11 per cent. On the other 
hand, good long-term bonds are being bought 
on a 4.80 to five per cent basis. Obviously, 
the expectation is for lower interest rates 
and higher bond prices in the future.

market, and to business. If the present phen- 
nomenon of short-term notes yielding higher 
than long-term bonds means anything re- 
garding the future of interest rates, it is worth 
careful study, because it reflects the com- 
posite opinion of large investors. As I have 
said, when in the past short-term yields have 
exceeded those of longer maturity, the oc- 
currence has been followed by a period of 
declining interest rates and increasing bond 
prices. 

For illustration, in the critical money 
siutation of June, 1920, interest rates on the 
four to six months commercial paper were 
around 7.95 per cent. Ten high-grade long- 
term bonds were yielding 4.97 and a list of 
short-term bonds of the same grade was 
pesaine 7.18. Normally long-term yields are 

igher than short-term, but in that critical 
period, as in the present, the situation was 
reversed. Interest rates continued up for 
three months following this occurrence, 
reaching their peak of 8.25 per cent in the 
latter part of August, 1920. Then began a 
continued decline in rates to July, 1922, 
when a low point of 4.25 per cent was reached. 
During this time the yields of both long- 
term and short-term bonds declined, as 
their prices advanced. Short-term issues by 
1922 were once more selling on a lower yield 
basis than the longer maturities—the normal 
relationship. In this case, clearly, the decline 
in interest rates was forecast by the rise in 
short-term bond yields above the yields of 
long-term bonds. 


Again in April, 1923, money rates reached kind 


a critical period. High-grade long-term bonds 
advanced to a 4.90 per cent basis. Short- 
term bonds, of one to three year maturities, 
began to exceed that yield, reaching ap- 
proximately 5.40 per cent. In September, 
1923, interest rates started downward and 
reached a low in September, 1924 of 3.40 
per cent. Bond yields also declined, as prices 
advanced, and again the normal relationship 
was established under which long-term issues 
sold on a higher yield basis than short-term.

finance, investors are confusedly groping 
about in the dark. Many of their old tenets 
and beliefs have been proven antiquated. 
As a result of this confusion of mind, they 
have lost their whole sense of balance in the 
matter of investments. It is just as true today 
as it ever was that the proper investment 
policy is to keep a major part of one’s funds 
in liquid condition when the stock market is 
selling at high levels.

Also, investors are passing up splendid 
opportunities in good medium term and 
long-term bonds. Not since 1920, have yields 
been so attractive as at present on high- 
grade issues. It is even necessary in order to 
float a bond today to attach some stock 
purchase warrant or conversation privilege 
to it. This practice is called “ putting a kick” 
in the bond. Even some of the best of them 
are offered with attractive features of this 


ind. 
Obviously, this situation of high interest 
rates cannot endure forever. The banking 
situation is fundamentally sound. The yield 
obtainable on short-term issues contrasted 
with long-term indicates that investors 
anticipate lower interest rates. With these 
facts in mind, investors should buy good 
short-term and long-term issues and receive 
a high income return and substantial appre- 
ciation in value over the next few years. 
Instead of being caught overloaded with 
speculative securities in any market reaction 
which occurs, they should be in a strong 
investment position with only a minor part 
of their funds in a few good long-growth 
stocks. The major portion of their investment 
capital should now be in bonds.

American Woolen Company Sues for 
$320,311

company of Boston are named as the de- 
fendants. 

On Feb, 9, 1921, the Arden Trust was 
founded and the late William M. Wood 
was its sole trustee until June 26, 1925, when 
he resigned. The bill alleges that from Feb. 9, 
1921, to Dec. 31, 1924, Wood as agent for 
the trust, which plaintiff avers was a partner- 
ship wrongfully, fraudulently and . without 
authority from the plaintiff caused the ex- 
penditure of $320,311.24 for building re- 
walls, resurfacing roads, filling,

while an officer and director of the plaintiff 
during the remainder of his life fraudently 
concealed from plaintiff these expenditures. 

It is averred that on Jan, 12, 1925, the 
M. McDonough company of Swampscott 
sent plaintiff a bill for $26,296.54 for labor 
and materials on the Arden Trust property 
and later sued the plaintiff for this sum, the 
suit still pending, ‘The plaintiff says it 
should be exonerated from this bill by the 
defendant trustees. 

The court is asked by the American Woolen 
company to establish this debt of $320,311.34 
to determine if the trustees shall exonerate 
the planitiff from the M. McDonough bill, 
to rule the Arden Trust is a partnership, to 
rule that the property of the trust is subject 
to a trust for benefit of plaintiff, to enjoin 
both trustees from disposing of property 
of the Arden Trust and to enjoin the Park 
Square Building company from transferring 
stock standing in the name of Cornelius A. 
Wood individually and in the name of him 
and of Edington as trustee of the Arden 
Trust. 

The bill is returnable in the equity motion 
session on May 29,
